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Reports  indicate  wholesale  canned  fruit  prices  are 
generally  above  those  of  a year  ago.  Netherlands 
prices  of  canned  peaches  have  increased  20  percent 
(in  guilders)  during  the  last  year,  and  Germany  re- 
ports a smaller  Greek  peach  crop  will  adversly  affect 
supply  levels. 
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Both  markets  report  difficulties  in  obtaining  sup- 
plies of  sliced  pineapple.  German  sources  indicate 
current  canned  pineapple  quotations  are  actually  below 
replacement  levels.  Netherlands  importers  are  awaiting 
pineapple  offerings  from  the  Ivory  Coast.
